Low Living Conditions 


It is a common but erroneous belief, ' 


that peasants and artisans in the 


European countries, from which the: 


new immigrant comes, can live so very 
cheaply that the low wages have prac- 
tically as great a purchasing power 
as the higher wages in the United 
States and Canada. But the low cost 
of living among the working people, 
especially of southern and eastern 


-Burope, is due to a low standard of 
living rather than. to. cheapness of |- 


food and other commodities. 
matter of fact, meat and other costly 
articles of food, which are considered 
almost essential to the Canadian work- 
ingman, cannot be afforded among 
laborers in like occupations in south: 
ern and eastern Burope. 

Canada welcomes immigrants from 


these countries, but it is questionable 


whether we should welcome the pro 
ducts of the workers they left behind 
them in their old homes. Canada's 
policy thus far has been to ensire as 
tar as possible the manufacture within 
her borders of the bulk of the products 
which she consumes, and we weltome 
the co-operation of immigrants in this 
work in Canada. ‘There are some who 
would take down the bars and allow 
a fiood of foreign goods made in the 
sweat shops of Burope, among the low 
living conditions indicated above, to 
come in and compete freely with the 
product turned out by the Canadian 

workman who is paid a high wage 
and enjoys good living conditions. A 
study of the question would seei to 
indicate that it is better to raise tlie

Cause and Effect 

There is a reason for this. We must 
have a cause to obtain the reaction 
of an effect. We- must look at the ques- 
tion of buying and selling in terms of 
their local effect. That is, every dol- 
lar sent out of a community that could 
be spent in the community represents 
a certain monetary. loss to that dis 
trict. Do you doubt that statement! 
If so, the writer can assure you that, 


‘from the mail order standpoint alone, 


there are thousands of communities on 
this continent systematically robbing 
themselves; communities ‘who, with 
wide open eyes, are doing their best 
to eliminate their local town, to’ com- 
mit sosial apd‘commercial suicide in 
a local sense. These communities are 
the “earthquake” already outlined— 
and their effect may be more slow but 
is nevertheless equally disastrous. Do 
you want proof? Well, commercial 
records show that a large U. S. mail 
order house did a business of $101,000. 
000 in 1914, and paid dividends of ap- 
proximately $21,000,000! How many 
dollars of that vast sum, think you, 


‘returned to one of the communities 
who heiped to build that vast turn | 


over—those immense annual divi: 
dends? True, they got the goods, but. 
were they of the quality expected by 
the individuals who wrote the orders? 
But what about the dollars?’ They had 
gone forever—were paid away by that 
corporation to factories, sources of 
supply, employees—and also into re 
serve funds and dividends. The emall 
center robbed itself to support the far 
off city—and with no compensating 
circulation of currency.

A RECIPROCITY ECHO 
HEARD ABOVE WAR DIN 


Canadian Correspondent of Boston 
Paper Returns to Old Theme— 
Speaks of “Protected Grafters” 


The Boston “Transcript” recently 
contained an article by Mr. BE. W 


Thomson, their Canadian corresporid: 
ent; which revived the argiments in 
favor of réciprocity between Canada 
and United States, and‘ ‘stated that 
the reasons for the adoption of a 
? trade agreement would be more com- 
pelling after the war than before 


Gealt with Mr. Thomson's ergumen 8 
as follows:— " 

During the discussion in 1911 Mr, 
Thomson filled The Transcript with 
extravagant laudation of the reciproc- 
el trade proposals. He became vio- 
lent whenever Protection was men- 
tloned. The determination of Canada 
to make other arrangements than 
those approved by Mr. Thomson, who 
regarded himself as a sort of Consult- 
ing Physician, appointed to watch 
ower the body politic, stirred him to 
wituperation. 

He began by declaring that a high- 
er tariff was expected by the “graft- 
fmg manufacturers here” and that they 
‘would be disappointed. The need for 
cheap manufactured goods would 
arise after the war and these would 
not be secured “from our. protected 
grafters.”. Mr. Thomson in the course 
of his argument (which is a poor 
thing, but his own), intimated that the 
tariff increases compelled by the war 
were demanded by the manufacturers, 
He said, in his polished manner: 
“These men impudently clamored for
